Recently there’s been an enormous 
fervor conceming a land down under with 
a hoot of exceptional bands coming out 
to the foray and into North American 
living rooms via the media. It seems 
a person couldn’t help but notice what 
was going down or up. Some took a 
harder look, scrubbing their conscious¬ 
ness, wondering about the assault that 
was taking place. The land in question 
is AUSTRALIA. 

But what about its counterpart — or 
better yet — its neighbor, who lan- 

f uishes isolated in obscurity, remain- 
ng largely unknotm and unexplored for 
its music? It's high tine a gliner of 
sunlight shone down on a land rich in 
diversity and musical talent, and gave 
it its long awaited turn in the sum 
honorable mention goes out to NEW 
ZEALAND. 

Before diving headlong into the 
Taom..an Sea and before crossing over 
to the shores of New Zealand like the 
Polynesian Maoris* did centuries ago, 
one has to stretch the imagination and 
project the mind's eye 13,000 miles to 
get there. 

New Zealand can best be described 
by its national bird, the KIWI* It's 
a little strange and bizarre kind of 
bird of the NZ night.

It's characteris¬ 
tic of the bird for it was grounded 
thousands of years ago. To escape its 
ennemles, the kiwi, a ■ aster of dis¬ 
guises, assumes the appearance of a 
smeJ.l Aissy fruit and manages to hide 
from intruders while taking shelter. 

HZ, to some extent, exemplifies this 
situation, especially with its music. 

It searches and smells, it prods for 
its sustenance (not necessarily for 
worms but for meat and fruit to hold 
it together). After tasting its food, 
you can actually succumb to the rich 
flavor, thinking their music has wings 
after all.

Lydia hasn't made that big a contribu¬ 
tion on the SINgle side. First there 
are 2 Teenage Jesus ^5s# the first 
being”Orphans/Iess of me”. The usual 
bratty voice mixed with harsh noises 
reflect the situation/reality quite 
a propos (huh?) The next offering is 
•Baby doll/?reud in flop ♦ Face mixing; 
Here the stereotypical roles are rever¬ 
sed as a sourly bebe dolly screams 
and shouts and snarls about, quite 
edible'. Lydia also helps out on the 
Beirjt Slump ^5 "Staircase/Try me”. 

The vocals are by some guy, but Lydia's 
guitar is high pitched banshee metal 
wail like kiddies being squeeted out 
of their lollipop sucking breath'.

It's a classic, fer sure. Finally 
we have the contribution single with 
the mighty Sonic Youth , ”Eeath Valley 
69”. A veritable matc.h to perfection 
as a somewhat exenish Lydia croons 
over the rabid metal s-youth dirge.

Collectors notei •DV69" has a UK 
pressing. Also a 12 inch on red 
vinyl (1,000 pressed) Cohere's my 
copy?

Lydia's first real solo L? (as if 
she's ever done anything solo in her 
life'.) is ”Queen of Sia.m**. US, UX, 
French, Canada pressi.ngs, maybe others? 
This is the ultimate good time party 
Ip, much tastier than Madonna, tho 
less anguished. Then we have the 
8 Sved Spy rip-oof record on Fetish. 
This is good for one side, especially 
the CCR ”run thru the JUNGle” mix mash 


It's a 12 inch collaboration with 
the german band Die Haut . Cailea 
Ter 'aribisc.he Western**, Lydia 
masquerades under the name Stella 
Rico. This is supposedly a *'sur:'" 
twang ep. Freak me out', -/iped 

out;.Then Lydia moved over to 

Denmark to see what was .happening 
and recorded and sang 2 songs on 
the Soirt Sol Ip ”pagger and guitar*'. 
•Boy-girl” is a nice duet, while 
"As she weeps” is more in the manner 
of ”agony is ecstscy”. Rather good. 

I think? 

Which brings us to ”In Limbo*' the 
uk 6 song mini-lp, perhaps the last'' 
Say it ain't so: Brutal, alienati-..--. 
what else can I say but great? Ho 
about cute or tasty or nerdy? No, 

I don't thi.nk so. That’s allright. 

But wait here’s a compilation, 

•Speed trials” which features l:v»: 
performance by a host of sophistaca- 
ted ny bands . Now is reduced to 
this flesh and bone none..sense. 

By the way some of the tracks off 
"Tn Limbo” are songs that were suppo¬ 
sed to be on ”honeymoon in red”.... 
Anyway Lydia's contribution on 
•Sppeeddd traials” is the highlight. 
Incidentally it is perhaps the only 
record we have of Lydia laughing; 

This has a 'JK and US pressing. 

Also I just remembered that the track 
”Death Valley 69” appears on the 
compilation ”Plow” (UK) and of 
course on Sonic Youth 's "Bad moon 
rising” Ip, UK and USA. I think 
that's all. Have I missed anything, 
huh, have I? That should be enough 
to satisfy all you peasants'. Xe.

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Since I must consider myself to be stricken with the uncommon disease 
known as "collecting", I can however offer a few arguments in favor of 
this ailment. Foremost, I believe that — in a certain sense — I am 
preserving history. This sounds pretentious but a lot of obscure recorded 
gems have been lost already, because no one took the trouble to seek them 
out properly. Recently we have witnessed a rash of obscure 60s compilations 
that would never have been possible if it hadn't been for some "collectors". 
Tt should be fairly obvious that the same process will take place in a 
few years and it will be thanks to collectors that future generations 
will be able to enjoy the more underground underground bands.
